In a year of crucial national and state issues it 


hardly seems possible that these persons are dis- 
interested in electoral decisions which may greatly 
affect their own lives and economic positions. Nor 
does it seem likely that they have, for one reason or 
another, decided upon what, in effect, is a renounce- 
ment of one of the most precious rights of their 
citizenship. 


Much more probably, the real reason for their

LAKEWOOD, Colo. - In 1853 


6-year-old Paul Haley of Lake 
wood, suffering from cancer, was 
given 18 months to live. 


Today, although his right arm 


has been amputated, Paul is very 
much alive—and he still remem- 
bers the time he'met the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 


It was in August, J953, while 


President Eisenhower was vaca- 
tioning in Colorado. He picked up 
a copy of Denver's Rocky Moun- 
tain News and read an open letter 
written Lo him by a News report 
er.

eight pounds ($22.40). Many of 
Britain's 300,000 farmers

The laborers claim that their

.hose paid to workers in industry, 
although they are expected to 
landle an increasing amount ol 
agricultural machinery and adept 
themselves to modern farming 
methods.

Medical statistics recently re 


leased showed that doctors fount 
that farmers and their workers 
have the most healthful jobs in 
Britain.
